Greetings to all, 


Beauty is in the eye of the beholder, and so is tube "distortion", 
at least to some degree. 3rd and 5th order distortion products can be 
easily measured and are generally, not always, listed in the tube 
manufacturer data sheet. This has absolutely nothing to do with parasitic, 
as one gentlemen mentioned in an earlier post. Practices are caused by 
stray capacitance and inductance in, and around, the components of the 
circuit. You can work until the "cows come home" and you can not totally 
rid a circuit of these strays. You can minimize them by careful design, but 
you can never, by definition, rid a circuit totally of strays. When, by 
chance, the combination of stray inductance and capacitance in the output 
circuit happens to equal, or be close, to a similar combination of strays 
in the input circuit, we have a practice oscillation at best, or the "big 
bang" at worst. This is why amplifier designers go to great lengths to 
design and build low-Q practice suppressors. This is not distortion and 
really should not enter into this discussion (maybe next week). 


Take a look at the manufacturers data sheets for the tubes in 
question. I do not happen to have a data sheet for the 572B, so I am using 
the data from the 3-500Z. Generally speaking, the higher the plate voltage, 
the lower the distortion products. Eimac data shows the best 3rd order 
product to be achieved with only 1,500 volts on the plate. Sense this 
voltage is to low for reasonable efficiency, we must look at higher 
operating voltages. The chart shows 3rd order products to be -38 dB at 
2,000 volts and -33 at 2,500 volts. At 3,000 volts the distortion products 
go to -40 dB and remains there at 3,500 volts. This gives a total change 
of only 7 dB, not very much, in my book. The important thing to learn from 
this is that tubes, generally, operates cleaner at higher voltages then at 
lower voltages. (I have always found it amazing that the most common voltage 
used with the 3-500Z, 2,500 volts, actually produces the greatest amount 
of distortion products!) 


What does all his have to do with the discussion of whether to run 
811A's or 572B's in the 30L-1? The ARRL handbook shows that the 572B is 


designed to run with approximately 1,000 volts higher plate voltage than the 
811A. If the general maxim is true, and I think it is, running 572B's 1,000 
volts below their designed operating voltage will produce higher 3rd and 
5th order distortion products than if the 572B's were operated at their 
designed optimum voltage. The question is, how much higher are these 
products and are they high enough to be of concern, as in the example of the 
3-500Z above. 


As with most Collins transmitters and amplifiers, the 30L-1 power 
supply is the limiting factor and determines, at lease partially, what tubes 
we should run. I personally believe the new Sventlanta 811A is the tube to 
run in the 30L-1. The original power supply is not capable of running 
811A's at their maximum, with rated input. It frightens me to hear people 
talk about running RTTY with a 30L-1. Despite what Collins may have said in 
some of their promotional literature, this amp was never designed to run in 
any continuous mode, regardless of what tubes you use or how much external 
cooling you add. I wish those of you who insist on running the 30L-1 ina 
continuos duty mode could see some of the amps I get in for repair. 


So, what tubes do I run in my 30L-1? At present, I have a set of 
Sventlanta 572B's in my 30L-1. This is only because I had them on hand and 
did not have a set of 811A's. If I were to obtain an amplifier that was 
designed for 572B's, I would remove this set from my 30L-1 and install them 
in the new amp. I would then order a new set of Sventlanta 811A's for my 
30L-1. 


Many people think that they will get more power output from the 
30L-1 by installing 572B's. In some cases, this may be true, but generally 
is it not. If you already have them, run them and save the cost of a set 
of 811A's. At some point, common sense must be factored into the equation. 
It just does not make sense, to me, to pay twice as much for a set of 
572B's, that will not give 1 watt more output, at the same drive level, and 
will undoubtedly, increase the amps 3rd and 5th order distortion products. 
Let's not forget the most important aspect of our hobby -- to have fun.

Someone just posted a message about doubling the plate dissipation 
with the 572B's and relieving tune-up problems. Goodness! By now, I thought 
that everyone was using some sort of pulser, high-speed keyer, or what ever 
to tune up these marginal amplifiers. I do mean marginal. That is about 
all that can be said about a 30L-1 power supply. 


Save your amp, make a pulser, buy a pulser, use a high speed keyer, 
do something to lower the duty cycle during tune up! MFJ makes two great 
models similar to Richard Measures original pulser design. Those of you who 
refuse to do this just generate business for me and other who repair Amateur 
equipment.

Hue, You are correct. The airlines went to variable freq. units when the 
aircraft were used in International service. As you stated in Domestic 
service there were a set number of frequencies that were required. With 
the advent of the jets they all went to 6XX series of equipment. By that 
time Bendix was pretty much out of the HF and into Radar for aircraft. 
Collins had a field day trying to catch up with WX radar over Bendix. 
Collins color RADAR finally caught up. The HF rigs now to meet the 
International freq. requirements all use 280,000 channel or PLL tuning, 
no CW, RTTY just USB/LSB and AM of which I do not remember using after 
the 60's. The RTA-1B was a good piece for its time. WE also made a unit 
very similar and was also known as the ARC-1 which was used by the 
Military.

I'm surprized no one has answered with "war stories". Mine aren't really 
that, but some reminiscing/etc. I first mobiled at age 16, 1958, in the 
car my mother used to go to work. I got to use it. Had a 2-tube 10m AM 
xtal ctrl rig, don't remember the make, but an odd one. Used Gonset Super 
6 conv. to the car radio. Dynamotor for B+. It was small, but you sure 
could hear it when it ran. Probably ran the battery near dead a few times, 
as I'd go up on the local "mountain" at nite, turn off engine for quiet. 

My later mobiling was SS, TenTec, in a Chevette, then Pontiac diesel 
wagon. The diesel was great for mobiling, no ign. noise, + had 2 batteries 
in parallel. No worry of running low. Used home-brew mounting, carpenter 
style. 

On the NCX-3, it'd be OK. A friend used one in the late '70's. He lived 
in a trailer, in a small valley surrounded by close hills, so it was his 
main source of QSO's. The National DC P.S. will probably be hard to find, 
but the Heath HP-13 can surely be used, and much more common. Run stout 
12v lines to it, use a breaker in the + line, at the battery. You also 
might find a Drake supply.
